The Committee proceeded to enquire Into 
lit matter entrusted tu them, tod after tn. 
nmlning oevcial of toe principal merchant* and 
sliiiwwnem, and others, iBtercsted in the irsde

With respect to the first, the Committee, 
having referred tu a fbrtner report of a Cum- 
millec of Council, appointed cm Ihe 2tith Aw- 
gUdt, I Ml. to investigate thu same subject, and 
having rarefully considered the evidence given 
lieforn them on this occasion, are of opinion 
that the Btote of trade at Port Adoloide, would 
not at present justify any great change in the 
mode of conducting too mint service. Tho 
committee, however, would state their opinion 
that an almost unaniiuous feciinjt prevails 
amongm thute interested, that the julot tervieo 
should bo paid according to the work they per- 
forin ; and they would further add toat, ail cir- 
cumataneia eonaidtTeil, they on of oraiHluii the 
tiiue il near at hand when lha throirina open 
toe pilotage to private caespctitioa will be both 
practicable and advantageoua ia the public. 

They find that any in, mediate ebaape in the 
ayvtem woultl iacreaae the expenses of the har- 
bour department ia two partanBlan, nataely, 
the can and repair of buoys, bosoms, and 
moorings, and tht landing of th* naUa (both 
which aerviret ore at present pta f u it d by the 
pilot establLahmevit wiUwut extra ooat), and 
moreover, that a higher tale of jnlotjurc would 
probably bo rweraatry to insure proper romu- 
aentiau to pikitt. 

With respect to the desertion of seamen, toe 
committee have the honour to inform tho Coun- 
cil that this evd appears to prevail to a consi- 
derable extent, so much ao as to form a aeriiua 
grievance to sliip-ownora trading to this port.
